ON    THE  LIBRARY  TABLE 

LEADERSHIP  FOR  RURAL  LIFE,  by  Dwight  Sanderson, 
Professor  of  Rural  Sociology,  Cornell  University, 
with  foreword  by  M.  L.  Wilson.    Association  Press,  1940. 

This  week  we  have  placed  on  the  Library  Table  a  book  which  is  to  be  included  in  one 
of    the    travelling    libraries    now    in  preparation  for  circulation  to  field  offices. 

Its  significance  in  relation  to  the  action  program  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
reaching  out  into  every  county  and  community  of  our  region  is  suggested  by  the  fol- 
lowing quotations  from  the  opening  chapter, 

"During  the  past  twenty-five  years  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand 
for  rural  leaders.  . . .This ' increasing  demand  ...has  produced  a.  new  appre- 
ciation of  the  role  of  the  leader,  but  at  the  same  time  it  has  revealed 
that  very  many  rural  communities  and  organizations  are  unable  to  achieve 
their    objectives    because    of    the    lack    of    competent  leadership  

"The  leaders  of  successful  movements  have  not  been  dismayed  by  the  seeming 
lack  of  leadership;  they  have  created  it.  One  of  the  most  remarkable 
rural  movements  in  recent  times  is  that  of  the  co-operativo  associations 
of  fishermen  and  miners  in  Nova  Scotia  developed  by  Fathers  Tompkins  and 
Coady  and  their  colleagues  of  St,  Xavier  University  at  Antigonish,  They 
did  not  go  out  to  find  leaders,  but  they  revealed  to  their  poverty-strick- 
en people  the  possibility  of  collective  action*  they  showed  them  how  to 
educate  themselves,  and  out  of  this  proces  arose  effective  and  outstand- 
ing leaders.    They  believed  in  the  potential  leadership  of  the  common  man, 

"The  demand  for  rural  leadership  will  be  met  only  as  those  who  are  in  po- 
sitions to  stimulate  and  train  leaders  have  a  clear  understanding  of  just 
what  is  involved  in  the  process  of  ' leadership,  for  with  such  insight  their 
faith  in  the  possibility  of  creating  leaders  will  be  strengthened  and  they 
will  be  confirmed  in  the  conviction  that  the  slow  process  of  building 
local  leadership  is  the  surest  means  of  any  permanent  rural  improvement,"

This  is  not  a  book  for  the  week;nor  is  it  a  book  that  should  stay  long  on  the  lib- 
rary table-.
